COUNTEROATM 

For its Counterclaim, MVM states as follows: 


1. In July 2005, the U.S. Department of State awarded MVM a contract for the 
provision of security guards to the U.S. Embassy in Kabul, Afghanistan for $23.7 million. 

2. MVM and 3D entered into a contract dated September 26, 2005 ("Afghamstan 
Contract," attached as Exhibit 1.). Under the Afghanistan Contract, 3D agreed to supply MVM 
with tWrd-party national security personnel ("TCNs") in support of MVM's contract with the 
U.S. Department of State. 

3. The Afghanistan Contract required 3D to pixivide TCNs and to certify that the 
TCNs spoke Enghsh at a specified proficiency level. MVM explained flie English-speaking 
requirements in detail to 3D before 3D executed the Afghanistan Contract. The English- 
speaking requirements are dearly stated in detail in the Afghanistan Contract. 

4. The Afghanistan Contract pennitted MVM to immediately terminate the 
Afghanistan Contract by written notice to 3D in the event .hat the U.S. Departnent of State 
terminated its contract with MVM for ihe provision of security guards to the U.S. Embassy in 
Kabul, Afghanistan. 

5. MVM issued two task orders to 3D under the Afghanistan Contract. Tbe first 
task order (effective September 29, 2005) requested 65 TCN Guards for deployment to Kabul, 
Afghanistan, and the second task order (effective October 4, 2005) requested a total of 1 65 TCNs 
(^mpri^d of 145 TCN Guard, ^d 20 TCN Senior Guards) for deployment to K^bul, 
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Afghanistan. Thu., MVM requested a total of 230 TCN. for deploy,r.ent to Kabul. Afgh^i,tan 
under the Afghanistan Contract. 

3D '^ Failure to Provide Fnrikh-Sn..b.-., . n-. .,,j, ,„ k,k..i , a.^^-:..- 

6. Pursuant to the Af^anist^ Coturact and the ft.o ta* orders placed against the 
Afghanistan Contact, 3D recruited from Pen. and deployed 230 TCNs to Kabul, Afghanistan. 

7. On, December 2, 2005, the U.S. Depaitn^ent of State hiformed MVM that the 
^ds sent by 3D to Kabul did no. tneet the minimtun language level requiretnent, desp.te the 
fact that 3D certified language proficiency for each TCN. A. independent language-testing 
company determined that the TCNs failed to speak English at the proficiency levels required by 
the Afghanistan Contract. 


8. On December 21, 2005, the State Department tenninated for default its cottract 
with MVM because d.e TCNs could not spea. English at the proficiency level reqwed by the 
State Depattn^ent, which was the .ame p,.fic,eney level required by MVM m the Afghanistan 
Contract. 

9. On December 22. 2005, MVM ordered 3D to suspend its recttnting and pre- 
deployment efforts under the Afghanistan Contract. 

10. On December 23. 2005, MVM tenninated the Afghanistan Contract because 3D 

defaulted in its obligation to provide TCNs who were able.spea. English at the leve, required 
by the Afghanistan Contract. 

n • 3D's failure to provide TCNs who were able to speak EngUsh at the level required 

by the Afghanistan Contact directly caused the State Department to termir^te MVM's contract 

for the provision of security personnel to AeU.S.En,bassy in Kabul, Afghanistan. 
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12. The State Department's termination of MVM's contract caused at least 
$2,000,000 in damages to MVM. 

COUNT niVF. 
(Breach of September 26, 2005 Contract) 

13. MVM restates its allegations m Paragraphs 1 through 12 of this Counterclaim as 
set forth in full. 

14. MVM aiid 3D entered into a valid, enforeeable contract dated September 26, 2005 
(referred to in this Counterclaim as llie "Afghamatan Contract") 

15. ne Afghanistan Contract covered SD's deployment of TCNs to the U.S. 
Embassy in Kabul, Afghanistan. 

16. The Afghanistan Contract required 3D to recruit and deploy TCNs with specific 
Enghsh proficiency levels, nnsrequirementwasamaterial term ofthe Afghanistan Contract. 

17. 3D breached the Af^istan Contract by failing ,o provide TCNs with the 
required English proficiency levels. 

18. A. a result of SD's breach of the Afghanistan Contract, toe State Department 
terminated i,. contract with MVM for the provision of security personnel to the U. s. Embassy in 
Kabtd, Afghanistan. 

19. MVM sustained at least S2,000,000 in damages as a result of the State 
Department's termination which was proximately and actually caused by SD's breach of the 

I Contract. 
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WHEREFORE, Defendant and CountercMn Pld^aff MVM, Inc. d^ands judgment 
again.. Plaintiff and Cou.te:.laim Defendant 3D Global Solution., Inc. for damages in me 
-cunt ofJ2,000.000.00, plus interest and cost. ^dplu. any oth..elief a. justice .o^^quir..
